WHEELER TO LEAVE YALE. 
Divorced Professor, Mulcted In $100- 
000 Alimony, Expected to Retire.

NEW HAVEN, Conn., May 14.~Yale 
University officials decline to make any 
statement relative to the standing, as a 
member of the Faculty, of Prof. Henry 
Lord Wheeler, who holds the Chair of 
Organic Chemistry in the Sheffield Sciten- 
tific School, but his friends admit that 
he {s not expected to return to the unil- 
versity. There is no rule barring mem- 
bers of the Faculty from retaining their 
chairs after being divorced. Till Prof. 
Wheeler was divorced on Friday no such 
case had arisen. Faculty members who 
are removed are allowed to retire osten- 
siblv on their own volition and without 
publicity. 

It is stated by Prof. Wheeler's friends 
that he will not only retire from his pro- 
fessorship at the end of the present 
school year in June, but that he will not 
resume his classes meantime. Recitations 
close May 31, and arrangements have 
been made to place his classroom work 
in other hands for the fortnight which 
remains. 

Prof. Wheeler left this city suddenly 
yesterday, after learning of the Superior 
Court decision mulecting him in $100,000 
alimony in connection with his divorce 
case. It is supposed that he has gone 
to Chicago, where his property interests 
and relatives are. 

It is believed that he does not intend 
to submit peacefully to the court order 
to pay the sum named. The Connecticut 
rule in assigning alimony is never to de- 
cree a sum greater than one-tenth of the 
wealth of a person. It is understood that 
Prof. Wheeler inherited more than $1,000,- 
O00. His father has heen prominently 
identified with the traction interests of 
Chicago, and is rated as a multi-milllon- 
aire. 

Prof. Wheeler's wife, who was Miss Eve 
Swartheut. an actress, cannot be found, 
but is stated by her counsel to be in 
the city. Her friends say that she has 
not vet fully recovered from recent in- 
juries which compelled her to go to a 
hospital here.

Friends of the. Youle: Broker Know 
Nothing of His Whereabouts.

In addition to this County Commissioners 
are to be appointed in each of the twenty- 
one counties of the State. 

The Governor will also have the ap- 
pointment of the new State Board of Edu- 
cation, which under the provisions of the 
Frelinghuysen bill passed by the last Leg- 
islature will consist of eight instead of 
twenty members. These Commissioners 
are to serve without pay. He will like- 
wise have the appointment of a Tax Com- 
missioner in Monmouth County to succeed 
the late Judge Hoffman. 

These various appointments recall 
among other things that the past Legis- 
lature was the most extravagant in years 
in the way of creating new offices and 
adding to the remuneration of others.

Real Farmers Put In Charge of Insti- 
tutions’ Farms and Extra Inspect- 
ors Always on Duty. 





ALBANY, May 14.—Dennis McCarthy, 
_ Fiscal Supervisor of State Charitable In- 
stitutions, has recently thrown an inter- 
esting sidelight on the cost of living prob- 
lem and incidently saved the State money 
in the maintenance of its charitable in- 
stitutions. He discovered that original 
packages of food, such as dried fruits, 
coffee, sugar, and flour, as furnished by 
the contractors to institutions, frequent- 


ly contained less than they are labeled, 


In three months Mr. McCarthy saved the 
State $527, by demanding 
from contractors refunds to cover short- 
ages in weights of these so-called ‘ orig- 
inal packages.’’ Under former adminis- 


trations of the Fiscal Supervisor’s office | 
with rare exceptions, | 


original packages, 
were not weighed. While no definite fig- 
ures are obtainable, the loss to the State, 
it is stated, must have extended into the 
thousands. 


Under the old system institutions count- 
ed the number of boxes, barrels, pails, 
or packages, but did not weigh them. 
The shortages recently discovered were 
especially noticeable in packages of lard 
compound. During January, February, 
and March four charitable institutions 
reported a shortage of eighty-one pounds 
of lard compound, all of which 


shortages were 
noted in packages of prunes, raisins, 
rolled oats, rice, coffee, dried peaches, 
sugar, barley, salt, and beans.

PRESIDENT AND JUDICIARY. 

Mr. Tart certainly speaks as an ex- 
pert of long experience and high au- 
thority when he says, in effect, that 
crime largely goes unpunished in this 
country because of the way we treat 
We limit their functions, 
we weaken their sense of responsibil- 
ity, we deprive them of the wholesome 
influence they might have and ought 
to have in securing full justice equally 
for the accused and for society. 

What the motives are that have pro- 
duced this result by means of legisla- 
tion is a question of some complexity. 








“An urfounded fear of judicial tyr- 
anny,’’ cited by the President, is doubt- 
less one. The confusion wrought in 
the minds of voters by the multitude of 
offices, judicial and other, is perhaps 
the chief. The average voter really 
cares little and knows less about the 
work of a Judge, and candidates are 
Selected for him between whom he has 
to choose pretty blindly. The influence 
of lawyers in the Legislature, as sug- 
gested by Mr. Tart, counts for much, 
though it is unpleasant to concede the 
fact, since they sin against light more 
than other legislators. And back of all 
lies the “ lighter regard for law and its 
enforcement on the part of our people 
as a whole.” We makes, as a rule, a 
queer distinction between crime and the 
criminal. We abhor the one and/| 
ehrink from punishing the other, and 
we look with a certain disfavor on 
Judges who incline to simple, 
justice.

“FREE” SCHOOLS. 

What portion of the children of the 
country get what good there is to be 
got from the public schools? The 
Foundation has made a study of this 
question, the results of which have 
been presented in considerable detail 
in Tue Timps, covering 386 of the 
larger cities. The following little table 
shows how many of every eighteen 
pupils there are at three successive 
stages, with the average age:

Vicious, or his owner

them as long as they remain dogs and 
to be tolerated by humans as long as 
they keep dogs. To this rule—a wise and 
logical one, we think—and to its natural 
corollary, that a second bite puts the 
biter out of the running with or cate- 
gory of good dogs, brands him as vicious, 
and lays heavy responsibility on his own- 
er—there has now been added another 
equally important as well as equally wise 
and logical. 

As pronounced by the Appellate Divi- 
sion of the Supreme Court, State of New 
York, tn a decison just rendered, the new 
rule is that money damages cannot be 
collected for injuries suffered from trip- 
ping and falling over a dog when the 
latter lies asleep on the floor of a cor- 
ridor leading to his master’s apartment. 
One HELEN McCLUSKEY sought to recover 
compensation to the amount of $6,000 for 
hurts inflicted when she stumbled over 
a dog residing in Madison Avenue.

Dr, Felix Adler, speaking yesterday 
morning at the thirty-fifth anniversary 
celebration of the founding of the Ethical 
Culture Society, said that after the move- 
ment had been ‘ painfully ’”’ built up, it 
was now threatened at its very founda- 
tions by the younger element, who de- 
manded “ action.” 

“Our young men are now trying to 
hurry .us on to ‘ betterment,’ to improve- 
ments, to humanitarianism, to secular re- 
forms,”’ he said. ‘‘ They say there is no 
red blood in us.

They 
are all most intemperate. Tuberculosis is 
not only to be alleviated, but to be no 
more. Poverty is to be abolished. Fifteen 
years ago, when Dr. McGlynn said that, 
he was said to be speaking wildly. There 
is a remarkable sanguineness in the poss!i- 
bility of the accomplishment of these 
great reforms all over the world. There 
has been no parallel before of such a time. 
The world is demanding palatable ex- 
tremes.”’ 

Dr. Adler said these reformatory move- 
ments were not a substitute for the 
‘best’’ in man, in life, the real ‘“ best,’’ 
the spiritual ‘‘ best.’’ They did not essen- 
tially improve the characters of people. 


They did not solve the problem of the 
personal life. He thought the same traits 
were foun din reformers, too, that were 
found in men generally—obstinacy, mean 
gossipping, ambition, jealousy. And he 
saw the great danger of Jesuitism when 
many joined in a reform—the danger of 
regarding and holding that the end jus- 
tified the means. 

‘Having painfully built up this move- 
ment for thirty-five years,’’ he said, ‘‘ we 
shall defend it. We are not to be swept 
off. We will not become a realist move- 
ment.’”’

SCHOOLS MAKE AMERICANS. 


So Says Rabbi Wise In His Address 
at the Free Synagogue. 








“Tf we would really Americanize the 
foreigner,” said Rabbi Stephen S. Wise in 
his address at the Free Synagogue yester- 
day morning, ‘‘ we must help him to main- 
tain and enable America to assimilate the 
best things of the spirit that he brings 
with him from the European world. We 
must help the foreigner to understand 
that Americanization need not imply van- 
dalism touching the finest things of the 
old life. Americanization does not imply 
repudiation of Europe. 

‘“‘“We dare not lose sight of the rever- 
ence we owe to the civilizations which He 
back of many of the immigrants who 
come to this land. Strange and uncouth 
they may seem to us, but among them 
are the children of great and abiding civ- 
ilizations, and let no man be disesteemed 
merely because he is unlike ourselves. We 
do not wish the foreigner to simulate the 
manners of America. We would have him 
assimilate the matter of Americanism at 
its highest. 

‘The Americanization of the foreigner 
is not a process which is to be interpreted 
in the terms of the melting pot. There is 
a fusing which results in confusion, and 
there is no reason why peoples and races 
and faiths of the world should here sur- 
render and abandon all their individuality 
for the more or less arbitrary purpose of 
achiev ing a new racial amalgam. 

‘Among the instruments of American- 
ization none is more importatnt than the 
school. No matter who are the entrants 
into our schools, out come Americans. 
The American school must be kept free 
from sectarian influence and denomina- 
tional entanglements. Within the last 
few days we have heard of a proposed as- 
sault upon the educational system of our 
city. Happily the citizenship has awak- 
ened to the peril involved, and will repel 
every threatened invasion of the integrity 
of the school system. No name, however 
high, and no office, however exalted, will 
shield the men who plan this raid upon 
what ought forever to be one of the invio- 
lable institutions of American life.’’ 


GIVES MEMORIAL FOUNTAIN. 


Henry C. Swords to Erect One to His 
Mother In Trinity Churchyard. 


As a memorial to Ann Maria Cotheal 
Swords, her son, Henry C. Swords, has 
given a drinking fountain to be placed 
in front of Trinity Churchyard and a 
trough for horses, to be erected in Trini- 
ty Place. 

The drinking fountain has been de- 
signed by Thomas Nash. It will be 
stone, and about fourteen feet high. It 
will contain four drinking basins for 
the use of the public. The basins are so 
arranged that two of them can be used 
from the churchyard by the large num- 
ber of men and women who use it as a 
place of rest during the noon hour, whil 
the other two will be reached from the 
sidewalk on the Broadway side. 

The lantern, surmounting the shaft, will 
be four-sided and will have ornamental! 
niches on two sides, in which are to 
stand statues of St. Nicholas and S8t 
George. These two characters have been 
chosen as representing the Dutch and 
English branches of our National descent 
On “the other two sides of the lantern will 
be shields bearing the coat-of-arms of 
the City of New York, and the seal ot 
Trinity Corporation. 

The memoria! inse ription will be carved 
on the base of the fountain and will 
read: ‘‘In Memory of Ann Maria Cotheal 
Swords.’’

Old Castle to be Turned Over to 
on Its Fortieth Anniversary.

Central Park West was walled yester 
day afternoon with Scotch men and wom- 
en, lasses and laddies, and even babies, 
all doing honor to the veterans of the

He 
walked wearily along and seemed not the 
least interested in his followers. His de- 
pressed face showed traces of ancestry 
is an isle not far from the Highlands.

London on May 26. It consists of 93 
pages quarto, and was written at the be- 
ginning of the reign of Henry VII., who 
was crowned Oct. 30, 1483. The follow- 
ing are a few extracts:

THE FINANCIAL SITUATION. | 


The investment demand for long-term 
Securities slackened last week and the 
stock market drifted into extreme dull- 
ness, and, except on one day, its move- 
ment was narrow and irregular, with a 
generally reactionary tendency. Cu- 
mulative evidence of the present quiet 


in trade was supplied in such items of: 


information as the decrease in unfilled 
steel orders and the continued and in- 
creased decline in railroad earnings. 
These unfavorable elements in the 
week’s developments were tempered by 
the satisfactory crop report, and, on the 
other hand, were accentuated, so far as 
their direct bearing on the securities 
market was concerned, by the fact that 
again to-day the financial community 
faces the possibility of decisions by 
the Supreme Court in the American To- 
bacco and Standard Oj] cases. To-day 
and May 29 are the only two remaining 
“decision days” of the present term of 
the Supreme Court, and unless rendered 
on one or the other of these days these 
decisions to which so much importance 
is attached by the business and finan- 
cial communities will go over until next 
Fall. The latter is a possibility which is 
being considered, although it is hoped 
that such continuance for a number of 
months more of the restrictive influ- 
ence of these impending decisions may 
be avoided. It is greatly desired that 
these decisions should serve the pur- 
pose of marking more clearly the course 
which the corporations of the country 
can follow legally In the pursuit of their 
business, and a further long delay in 


clearing up the uncertainty which has/| 


so long existed regarding these two im- 
portant cases could hardly fail to have 
a discouraging effect upon the business 
community. Even if trade and finance, 
assured of a respite of a number of 
months from the possibility of the ren- 
dering of these decisions, should go on 
their normal way the postponement of 
the decisions until the Fall would neces- 
sarily mean a renewal then of the feel- 
ing of uncertainty which is now being 
caused by the waiting on the decisions 
in these cases. 


Trading on the Stock Exchange but 
meagrely reflected the influence of such 
factors as the crop report, the steel 
trade showing, and other such matters, 
Confined almost exclusively as it was 
to the same sort of professional deal- 
ings which have long dominated the 
business on the floor of the Exchange. 
the week’s record in stocks was devoid 
of interesting incidents, except for a 
fairly sharp advance in a few leading 
issues which occurred on Thursday, 
only to be followed by reaction on the 
two remaining days of the week. More 
important than the generally narrow 
fluctuations in stocks was the lessened 
trading in bonds, particularly in long- 
term securities, which offered a strik-

ican Museum of Safety, with offices in 
the Engineering Socleties Building, 29 
West Thirty-ninth Street. In a letter to 
THE TIMES he says: 


I have given up my public office as fire 
fighter to use the knowledge gained during 
the twenty-seven years in the New York 
Fire Department for the purpose of be- 
coming a fire preventor. It is generally 
admitted that a large number of our fires 
are due to carelessness, ignorance, selfish- 
ness, and crime. 

In the section. of Fire Prevention in the 
American Museum of Safety, in whitch I 
have taken the Chairmanship, I shall de- 
vote as much of my time as possible in 
promoting Q@n active campaign for teach- 
ing safety and caution in homes, shops, 
factories, schools, department stores, the- 
atres, and streets. I ghall supervise per- 
sonally for the Museum the preparation of 
safety manuals on these topics, simply 
written so as to be easily understood. 

[sffort is being made, on behalf of the 
Museum, to secure $50, 000 for its permanent 
exhibits and educational work in fire pre- 
vention. Every dollar will be spent in the 
most cconomical and efficient manner to 
recure the desired results. 

The section of fire prevention in the 
American Museum of Safety will include 
devices, models, photographs, and draw- 
ings; a model room with the best appli- 
ances for fire protection and their dem- 
onstration; safety manuals to be trana- 
lated into foreign languages, fire drills, 
and illustrated lectures on fire prevention.

Engiand abandoned all the theories and 
practices which form the historical back- 
ground of the absurdities in our system, 
and brought about a system which is at 
once simple, effective, and expeditious, as 
well as modern. The present procedure 
in Illinois, he said, was that of England 
in the time of George I. 

The demand for reform, he said, must 
be met immediately, for the man in the 
street is convinced that, in the words 
ot Solon, ‘‘laws are like spiders’ webs 
which catch the small flies, but through 
which the great flies break.’’ 

Col. MacChesney said the outlook for 
reform was bright, and that it had been 
put ahead a decade by the impetus given 
to the movement by President Taft.

They had not been there long when Via- 
letta returned home unexpectedly from 
work. He was accompanied by a friend, 
Nicholas Morgisso or 231 East 14tth 
Street. According to Morgisso and Mary 
Farro of 621 Morris Avenue, who were in 
the house at the time, as soon as Vialetta 
stepped into the sitting room young 
James Giganto jumped to his feet, and, 
a revolver, shot at him. The 
bullet struek him in the chest.

Frank Giganto reached the drug store, 
where he ‘dropped exhausted, but his son 
James crumpled up on the pavement half 
a block from the drug store and was car- 
ried there by neighbors. Vialetta was 
found crouching in the riety J into which 
he had fled, weak from the loss of blood. 
With James Giganto he is a prisoner at 
the Lincoln Hospital, charged with felo- 

nious assault. 

The shooting caused the greatest ex- 
citement in the neighborhood. ‘The re- 
seserves of the Alexander Avenue Station 
{were hurried to the scene, and four ambu- 
lances, two from the Lincoln Hospital and 
two from Lebanon, were soon on the 
scene.
